One of the most 
interesting features of Euster in New 
York, is the flower market at Union 
Square. When the dawn is yet gray 
on the’ day preceding Easter, there 
come} from the rural districts adjacent 
to the city, all manner of carts and 
wagons loaded down with flowers. 
By sunrise a continuous line has been 
drawn up around the square. Then 
the marketing begins and. before night 


] most of the dealers have disposed of 


their bright wares. The buying is 
mostly done by those of limited means, 
the prices being cheaper than at most 
of the florists. The flowers most fre- 
quently seen in this. gay market this 
season were the azaleas, pansies, mig- 
nionettes, lillies and tulips. The rush 
at the regular florists is tremendous 
during the day befure Easter, all 
through the night hours of Easter Eve 
the clatter of delivery wagons is heard. 
In_ several cases this year enough 
wagons cou:d not be secured and mes- 
senger boys were pressed into the ser- 
vice. The most beautiful flower shops 
are on Upper Broadway and on Fifth 
Avenue. Frequently these establish- 
ments open branch depots. One Fifth 
Avenue dealer sold $10,000 worth of 
flowers this Eastertide and the total 
Easter flower sales for the whole city 
are estimated to be over $100,0C0. 

The scene presented on Fifth Ave- 
nue after the mid-day services last Sun- 
day, was one which can be seen but 
once a year in NewYork. The broad 
sidewalks on both sides of tie thor- 
oughfare were solidly filled with a slow- 
ly moving throng, cladin all the con- 
ceivable wealth and extravagance of 
modish elegance, As far as the eye 
could reach this army of fashion could 
be seen moving slowly along. All the 
beauty of New York womanhood was 
represented among these thousands. 
More than one keen observer of Eas- 
ter parades remarked that there were 
many more beautiful women this year 
than in last year’s parade. Among 
those seen on the Avenue were hun- 
dreds whose names are known through- 
out the country as the leaders’ in the 
social and financial world, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Jacob Astor, and Ex-Governor 
Levi P. Morton for instance. To the 
casual observer there were less violent 
contrasts of color and more harmon- 
ious blendings than last season. A 
person whose profession leads her to 
make a careful and constant study of. 
the best fashions outlined the follow- 
ing characteristics of the fashions seen 
in the parade, to me: There were more 
flowers worn on the hats than last year, 
and flowers ‘in greater variety and pro- 
fusion. The most fashionable hats 
were those with a wide, ‘drooping 
brim, topped with great banks of 
flowers over which ‘were wreathed 
chiffon or dotted net lace. Of the 
gowns the prevailing tints were in the 
light blues. Whereas last year there 
were many mixed suits, this year the 
suits tended more to uniform color 
throughout. The sleeves this year were 
all skin tight. The skirts were nar- 
rower and fit more tightly about the 
hips. Nearly all the skirts are circled 
by numerous flounces and ruffles. 

Elaborate Easter services were held 
atall the prominent Roman Catholic 
and Protestant Episeopal Churches. 


‘Admission was in nearly all cases, by 


ticket, a few seats only being unre- 
served. When the general public was 
admitted not one of the churches could 
accomodate those whosought entrance. 
Literally thousands were turned away 
from the Cathedral. The broad ap- 
proach was black with the throngs who 
could not get in, and the waiting 
crowds extended for two blocks on 
Fifth Avenue. “Eight thousand -peopte- 
were packed into the’ great structure 
and the air, heavy with the odor of in- 
cense and flowers, was almost suffoca- 


As: the officiating priests 
marched into the altar the choruses 
sang Beethoven’s Hallelujah Chorus. 
All the priests were clad in vestments 
of white and’gold. Archbishop Corri- 
gan who officiated, wore his mitre and 
carried his crozier. Father Pardow

The decorations of flowers snd the 
Easter music at Grace, Trinity and St. 
Thomas’ Episcopal Churches” weie 
most elaborate.

A SEA CAPTAIN’S PAY. 


THE MASTER OF A BIG OCEAN STEAM- 
ER IS NOT A PLUTOCRAT. 


Everything Considered He Is Poorly Paid. 
False Stories Printed—Low Wages Given 
Other Officers For Onerous Duties—Pur- 
ser and Surgeon. 


It is the general impression among 
those who do not know that the dutiia 
and responsibilities of the average skip- 
per of a regular liner are as many and 
onerous as the successful bank president 
and that in addition his salary is just 
as large. The responsibility of the one 
is about as great as the other, but when 
it comes to duties the sea dog has as & 
rule much more to bear, while, unlike 
the bank president, his salary is as 
small as his duties are large. It may 
surprise some of the regular transat- 
lantic travelers to learn that their beau 
ideal of a sea captain who in faultless 
gold lace goes about the deck laughing 
and chatting with the tourists, patting 
the half fare tots on the back and 


doffing his cap to the rng clad occupants. 


of an easy steamer chair between the 
time that he spends in his berth, in the 
chartroom or on the bridge, gets little 
more money a month than the detective 
sergeant or the average steamboat cap- 
tain. In many instances Mr. Gold Lace 
gets less. 

One of the most successful lines run- 
ning between this port and Europe pays 
its commodore, who has been over 20 
years in this particular service, £85 a 
month, or about $175. This is about $40 
a week. The other captains in this line 
are paid the equivalent of $125 for 380 
days’ labor. Any number of matter of 
no fact stories have been printed with 
the object cf showing that the com- 
manders of the great liners received in 
some cases sums ranging from $7,000 
to $12,000 per year. But such talk is 
idle. There-is not a single captain on 
the ocean who enjoys such. an inccime. 
That many of them deserve to is anoth 
er matter entirely. 

In an argument that master mariners 
are well paid the point is advanced that 
the officers are fed while at sea and 
even alongside the wharf with the best 
that the market affords and at the ex- 
pense of the steamship company. Yet 
80 per cent of these well fed gold lacet 
are married-and have big families that 
demand food, clothes and a home eithe: 
here or abroad, whether or not the shiz 
isin port. This establishment costs at 
much while the .master mariner. is ov 
the bosoii of;old Neptune as it does 
when he is playing dry cob at home for 
ashort period: His going or coming 
adds or deducts little from the genera 
cost. 

There are few pursers on the Atlantic 
who command a higher monthly salary 
than £10, They must have years of ex 
perience, a host of friends and be ‘‘to; 
sawyers,’’ as they say at sea; to com 
mand even this figure. Unlike th 
stewards, and, in the majority of cases 
the ships’ surgeons, the purser is sel 
dom made the recipient of a generous 
tip. Nobody scems able to explain why 
it isso, unless it be that the purse 
bandling-all the money of. the voyage 
which inclaces extra passuge moucy 
the receipts from the smoker . mac 
through tbe c icf steward, the wine 
bills from tho tables, all amounting t: 
& pretty Jarge—figure,.is. recognizcu u. 
the financial end cf tha floating bote 
and co treated eccordingly. 

The smoker aud its many attachireni 
are luxuries which the captain ts no' 
permitted to enjoy, crif permitted vare 
ly indulgcs iu. Anyekipper who weuld 
make bimself a jolly good fellow ip the 
smoker woukl lose the conhderteb of 
those under Lis care as fast as utrout 
taking a May fly. Not that bis appear- 
ance there would make him any less the 
sailor, but passengers for some reason 
or another seem. to believe that the 
only place for the master of their shir 
is on the bridge or in the chartroom. 
And if they can picture him on this 
bridge in oilskins and so’wester with 
the wind and sleet and ice blustering 
around him so much the better to the 
perfection of their idea of the practical] 
and capable mariner. 

The poorest paid man in an official 
capacity op a great liner is probably 
the surgeon. Some passengers have the 
opinion that as the company pays the 
ship’s doctor those using him on a trip 
are not supposed to give financial recog- 
nition to his attenton. It is true that 
none is obliged to, but he should. The 
demand of a doctor at sea is in nowise 
different from that demand on. land. 
The steamship companies give a passen- 
ger board, lodging and transportation at 
a cost that could not be equaled on any 
railroad of the earth, when distance, 
accommodation and attention are con- 
sidered. The luxury of a doctor, while 
generally forced, is at the same time an 
auxiliary of sea travel’ for which the 
company receives nothing, and which, 
when free medicines dre includéd, as 
they invariably are, costs quite a good 
deal. Experienced ocean travelers sel- 
dom forget the surgeon when necessity 


ing a trip.-_But-these experienced tour- 
ists are few and far between.—New 
York Mail and Express.

At one period 
of her life she spent four years in travel 
and study in Europe. Since leaving her 
position in the Academy she has made 
bat home in Summit, N. J., with her 
brother, D- McGregor Means, Esq.,-aJaw- 
yer in New York, and the well-known 
writer in American magazines upon polit: 
ical and economic subjects. During her 
residence in the tine suburban town of 
Summit, she bas been brought into close 
and practical relationship with the young 
people of the place as teacher and coun- 
sellor, She has also been called upon to 
lecture on social, literary, and artistic 
subjects; and has been a welcome con- 
tributor to one of the most -influential 
journals of New York City. 

With her many gifts and graces of per- 
son, mind, and character; her thorough 
culture; her great interest in the welfare 
of the school; her progressive and ener- 
getic spirit; her 
power of address, and social charm; her 
noble conception of the aims and methods 
of academic life for young ladies; and her 
faculty for admininistration; the trustees 
feel that they have committed the educa- 
tional forces of the school to a competent 
and well-equipped headship. Miss Means 
assumes her duties at the close of the 
present school year in June.

CAPT. JOHN C. CROWNINSHIELD. 


Capt. John *C.--Crowninshield; one of 
the best known citizens of Andover, 
passed away Saturday, ‘after an illness 
which had lasted nearly all winter, aged 
77 years. : 

apt. Crowninshield was of the famous 
Crowninshield family of Salem, ship- 
builders. He was a public spirited citi- 
zen and although he took no active part 
in the affairs of the ‘town, he showed a 
lively interest in them He was of a 
quiet disposition and fond of reading. 
He had many interesting and valuable 
collections. e ‘was a veteran of the 
Mexican war, in which struggle he 
served with valor. He leaves no tamily. 
~ The funeral was held Monday -morning 
at his late home on Schvol Street. After 
the services the remains were removed 
to Salem and interred in the family lot. 


The following appears in the Salem 
Gazette: 

“Capt. Crowninshield was a son of 
Capt. John Crowninshield and his wife 
Maria Crowninshield. He received a 
liberal education, and when a young man 
served gallantly in'the Mexican war and 
rose to the rank of captain. Last sum- 
mer he presented to the Essex institute 
a frame containing several relics of the 
war of 1812 and the Mexican war,‘as a 
remembrance of the days of 1812, and in 
memory of the campaigns of Generals 
Taylor.and Scott in the war with Mexico 
—1846, 1847, 1848 Among these me- 
mentoes were army buttons and the coat 
of arms of Massachusetts, worn by .him- 
self when he was lieutenant of company 
E, First Massachusetts . Infantry, com- 
manded by Capt. L. B. Crowninshield, 
on Gen.. Taylor’s line in the war with 
Mexico; ~Gapt.. Crowninshield did con- 
siderable literary work during his life, 
being at one time one of the editors of 
the old Salem... Advertiser, a democratic 
journal. He contributed largely to the 
columns of the press. He also wrote 
several interesting articles for the publi- 
cations of the Essex Institute. He 

essed a vast collection of papers in 
relation to the old commercial house. of 
George Crowninshield & Son of Salem, 
of which he had a most thorough know]l- 
edge. These papers are'invaluable from 
a historic point, and, as Capt. 'Crownin- 
shield is the last of this old aristocratic 
family, they ought to be preserved‘in the 


archives of the Essex Institute.
